Tjio Advertiser's correspondent 'that tho 
Hou:ie-Judiciary Committee have agreed to 
report a most important bill by way of cojn- 
plement to tho Civil Eights bill. It is in- 
tended to more fully define than that law 
does the civil rights ol all persons, and es- 
pecially to give effect to that clause of the 
Constitution guaranteeing to citizens of each 
State the privileges and immunities of citi- 
zens of the several States. An abstract o 
tho provisions of the bill, which will be 
brought forward at tho earliest opportunity, 
is as follow :— 
: 


Section, 1 provides that every person be- 


ing a citizen of tho United States shall in 
right of such citizenship bo entitled freely 
and without hindrance or molestation to- go 
fronl tho State, Territory or district of his or 
her residence, and to page into and through, 
and to .sojourn, remain and take neAiianent 
abode within each of Hbe several States, ter- 
ritories and districts of tho United States, 
and in every part thereof and therein, aiwl 
In every part thereof to acquire, own, con- 
trol, enjoy and dispose of property, real, 
personal and njiixed, and to do and' transact 
business, and to have full and speedy redress 
in the courts for all rights of persons and 
property, as filly<aseuch rights and privi- 
leges are held md enjoyed by the other citi- 
bens ef Bucb,,S ate, Territory or district, and 
moreover thernin to have, enjoy and demand 
the at meiramt nities and exemptions from 
hi^h 3r excessive impositions, assessments 
and Uxation a tare enjoyed by such other 
cHVlbs under the laws, or usages of such
